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Paul’s Thorn In the Flesh

The glorious, golden sun was shining 
through a clear sky. Gaily plumaged birds 
were making merry. All nature was in 
tune with the infinite. But, hark, there 
was the sound of angry voices. In just a 
few moments a cruel mob had gathered. 
Angry shouts and cruel curses were heard. 
Fierce hands were clutching and tearing 
at a young man. The young man’s serene 
face was turned toward heaven. But the 
mob was raging, and finally one of the 
strongest men pushed the youth forward 
by himself. Immediately a brutal stone 
was hurled and knocked the young man 
to his knees. This seemed to be the signal 
for more stones, because stone after stone 
bruised the beaten body of the young 
man. He fell over in a faint; a blood- 
thirsty cry went up from the mob. But 
look, the young man raised himself. Blood 
was streaming ddwn his face. His flesh 
was black and blue. Suddenly a light 
seemed to radiate from his face, and in a 
clear voice he spoke: “Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.” His voice broke the silence 
that followed as he said, “Lord, lay not 
this sin to their charge.” Then it seemed 
as though he fell asleep. The mob broke 
up and quickly dispersed. 

The above incident happened when the 
Church was in its infancy. Following this 
incident a great persecution broke out 
against the Church and against the devout 
followers of the rejected Christ. There 
was a young man named Saul that had 
consented to the death of the Christian, 
and this same Saul made havoc of the 
Church, entered into every house, and 
haled men and women and committed 
them to prison. Gentle men that loved 
Jesus were persecuted and thrown into 
prison by the hand of Saul. Saul worked 
fervently and felt that he was the servant 
of God and did his best to stamp out the 
heresy and so-called fanaticism of the new 
religion. 

One day as Saul was “yet breathing out 
threatenings and slaughter against the 
disciples of the Lord, he went unto the 
high priest and desired of him letters to 
Damascus to the synagogues, that if he 
found any of this way, whether they were 
men or women, he might bring them 
bound unto Jerusalem. And as he jour- 
neyed, he came near Damascus.” Suddenly 
there shone round about him a great light 
from heaven. Immediately Saul and his 
entourage stopped. With a great thud, 
Saul fell from his horse because he was 
overcome by the glory of the revelation 
of Jesus Christ. A voice spoke from the 
brightness, “Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me?” 


And he said, “Who art thou, Lord?” 
“I am Jesus whom thou persecutest; it 
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is hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks.” 

And he trembling and astonished said, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” 

From that moment on, Saul was a 
changed man, and he began to promote 
the cause of Christ. At first the saints 
would not believe in his conversion, but 
after preaching and proving himself, he 
became the greatest of all the apostles. 
Paul proclaimed the message of Jesus. He 
told of the wonderful love of our Lord. 
Paul evangelized. He carried the message 
to the people that had never heard of

Christ, and won them for heaven. The 
Holy Ghost was in full control of his 
life, and led him to the places where he 


could have an_ effective ministry for 
Christ. 

There is one fact about the life of Paul 
that seems to puzzle so many of our 
people today. I quote II Corinthians 12:7: 
“And lest I should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance of the 
revelations, there was given to me a thorn 
in the flesh, the messenger of Satan to 
buffet me, lest I should be exalted above 


measure.” 


Paul’s thorn in the flesh—what was 
it? There are two very common theories 
concerning this. Let us examine these 
two theories in the light of God’s Word, 
and then let us see what the Bible says the 
thorn that Paul had really was. 

Some say that Paul had a secret sin— 
that he was the greatest sinner of his day. 
They say that he continued on in sin and 
could not help but sin. That is not true. 
We believe the Bible to be the divinely 
inspired Word of God, and listen to what 
the Bible says, Romans 6:6: “Knowing 
this, that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be de- 
stroyed, that henceforth we should not 
serve sin.” 18th verse: “Being then made 
free from sin, ye became the servants of 
righteousness.” 22nd verse: “But now 
being made free from sin, and become 
servants to God, ye have your fruit unto 


holiness, and the end everlasting life.” 
23rd verse: “For the wages of sin is death, 
but the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” Paul plainly stat- 
ed in the above verses that henceforth we 
should not serve sin, and again he said 
that being then made free from sin, ye * 
became the servants of righteousness. Oh 
hallelujah! If we are free from sin, we 
are no longer servants of sin. The blood 
of Jesus cleanseth us from all sin. 


The statement is made that the soul 
and mind is kept pure, but the body sins. 
Listen to the statement of Paul in I Thess. 
5:23: “And the very peace of God sanc- 
tify you wholly; and I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” II Cor. 7:1, “Having 
therefore these promises, dearly beloved, 
let us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness 
in the fear of God.” Paul prayed that 
the body as well as the spirit would be 
preserved blameless unto the coming of 
the Lord. Paul also stated that because of 
the wonderful promises of God we should 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the 
flesh first, and then the spirit, thereby 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God. 
If we are preserved blameless and cleansed 
from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
I am sure we will be free from all willful 
sin. 2 Timothy 2:21, “If a man therefore 
purge himself from these, he shall be a 
vessel unto honour, sanctified, and meet 
for the master’s use, and prepared unto 
every good work.” : 


Now let us listen to Paul’s personal 
testimony. Galatians 2:20, “I am crucified 
with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not 
I, but Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh I live by 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me and gave himself for me.” He was 
not a sinner, but a living witness to the 
power of God—the power of God that 
could and still does keep a consecrated 
man from committing willful sin. Halle- 
lujah! 

I am sure that already we have proven 
by the Bible that Paul was not a sinner, 
but he was saved by grace and was a true 
child of God. Let us consider the other 
theory. I quote from a very “learned” 
expositor of the scriptures: “The fact is, 
Paul was sick. He was the sickest of 
men. He had opthalmia, a disease of the 
eyes. When Paul stood before them, his 
eyes filled with unspeakable pus and mat- 
ter and this unspeakable pus ran down 
his face as he stood before them. He was 
pitiful and an appealing sight to them 
as is any man with the disease.” Now let 
us ‘consider if this was a disease, Paul did 
not get it by infection. Jesus Christ gave 
it to him. He prayed the Lord to heal 
him of this sickness three times. The Lord 
did not heal him but told him that His

Jewish Aid THERE are two kinds of work which are en- 
For Britain __tirely opposite, that are called for in war: one is 

that of construction and the other is that of 
destruction. In an article in the late issue of Jewish Missionary 
Magazine we have these words: 

“A check for $40,000 for the purchase of mobile field 
kitchens for England was presented to the British War Relief 
Society by the Jewish Section of the Inter-Faith Committee to 
Aid the Democracies as the first installment of funds the sec- 
tion is raising for this purpose. , 

“The presentation was made by Dr. Stephen S. Wise, presi- 
dent of the American Jewish Congress, to Frederick W. Gehle, 
chairman of the fund-raising division of the British War Re- 
lief Society, at a luncheon in Essex House, in New York, in 
the presence of representatives of Jewish organizations that 
have been collecting the funds. 

“Dr. Wise announced that Jewish communities throughout 
the country were continuing their efforts to obtain enough 
money to provide 200 kitchens for the British. It was under- 
stood that each unit costs $1,750. 

“In accepting the check, Mr. Gehle said: 

“This gift does not represent charity, but rather is a beau- 
tiful sentiment from the heart of 
the Jewish people in America to 
the men, women, and children of 
Great Britain, who are standing 
against the greatest tyrant of his-

There are no people on earth 
who can more really and truly 
realize the tyranny of Hitler and 
his regime than do the Jews. The 
Nazis are not satisfied with build- 
ing large ghettos in new places 
and forcing the Jews into them, 
but in many places are driving 
them out of the old Jewish quar- 
ters, as in Amsterdam, Holland, 
and placing them in moated ghet- 
tos of already overcrowded popu- 
lation. It is no wonder that Jews 
all over the world have a warm 
feeling for their fellow Jews and 
a common feeling against the 
tyranny of those who would de- 
stroy their race from the earth. 


We are told that over 5,000 
German and Austrian refugees in 
the British Army are members of the Pioneer Corps, an organi- 
zation of men considered too old, or otherwise unfit, for front- 
line fighting. The majority of these are perhaps Jews who are 
willing to aid in every way they can in putting down that 
which has been so ordered against them. But it would seem that 
this is the beginning of Jacob’s trouble, that is, the beginning 
of the last phase of his trouble. Though he has been driven from 
pillar to post through the years, it is evident from the Word of 
God that the worst is yet to come, a time concerning which we 
should pray, “God have mercy on Jacob and deliver him.” 
A great consolation for him is found in the words of Jesus, 
Luke 12:32, ‘Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father’s good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom.”

In the second chapter or Nehemiah and 
the third verse, we read the answer of a 
great man to an inquiry by the king of 
Persia. This answer, together with the 
statement of fact concurrently given in 
the same passage, is the ‘only apology for 
the article which I am now attempting 
to write. 


Last week was dark, next week will 
be darker, and there is no relief in sight 
for a world that has persistently drifted 
away from the God of our fathers. The 
slothfulness of our forbears in the last 
few decades has completely and irretriev- 
ably brought our country to the brink 
of an overwhelming force which is rapid- 
ly hamstringing our institutions and caus- 
ing the ideal of the pilgrim forefathers 
to sink in the whirlpool of international 
collapse and ruin. Why shouldn’t we be 
alarmed at the conditions with which we 
shall certainly have to deal? How can we 
be blind to the powers that are fast clos- 
ing the lanes of our free enterprise in 
dealing with other nations and which are 
bound to close the doors of our oppor- 
tunity to send this message to the needy 
of other lands? The only surviving 
democracy of any appreciable power is 
the British Empire and today their sub- 
jects are so burdened with the war effort 
that they can do but little to send the 
gospel to the heathen. Instead of sending 
missionaries, they are feverishly sending 
diplomatic representatives to try to cov- 
enant with prospective allies. We in 
America still have the opportunity to send 
the greatest ambassadors that ever visited 
the nations of the earth, ambassadors of 
heaven, to preach the sweetest message 
that mortal tongue has ever proclaimed 
or the ears of humanity have ever thrilled 
to hear. Just how much longer we have 
to continue this noble work is a matter 
that should stir our hearts to action. 


Since the German soldiers marched into 
Sudetenland, there has been wholesale 
suicide in the countries which have been 
overrun by the terrible and ruthless 
machine of war. Men and women have 
chosen death in preference to the crushing 
hands of dictatorship. There is a peculiar 
analogy to this condition and the time of 
our revolution in this country. At that 
time our forefathers were concerned about 
hewing out of the great North American 
wilderness a country dedicated to the 
sacred principles of free worship, free 
speech and free press, and they were will- 
ing to shed their blood to perpetuate this 
glorious ideal for posterity. With zeal 
fanned by heavenly breezes, Patrick Hen- 
ry stood with flaming spirit and spoke 
words that will live as long as America 
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the brave. “Give Me Liberty Or Give Me 
Death” was his topic and they immediate- 
ly set themselves to the task before them. 
Those men and women were willing to 
walk miles to the church in the wilder- 
ness, but today hundreds of churches in 
America are closing their doors. Today 
thousands of our young men are in army 
camps, and America is getting closer and 
closer to the armada of destruction. Many 
of these young men know nothing about 
the sacred ideals they are preparing to 
defend. The men at Valley Forge knew 
and loved what they were suffering to 
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promote. The historic ride of Paul Revere 
was remarkable and the feats of American 
countrymen were glorious, but the secret 
beneath it all was the courage of men who 
had personal contact with God, who 
fought with the armies of Israel in the 
centuries of the past. 

The American fireside and family altar 
was one of the bulwarks of our strength, 
but it has about disappeared. The country 
schools and churches produced some of 
the greatest statesmen of our history, but 
you can ride through the rural districts 
today and find the old country churches 
abandoned. The rockbound coast of New 
England, where the sainted passengers of 
the Mayflower first set foot, is today a 
place where pleasure-seekers are desecrat- 
ing the very principles of our heritage. 


Let me assure you that in the near 
future thousands will lament the sad state 
of: affairs which. are the: direct result of 
carelessness in our dealings with sacred 
privileges, privileges that were dearly 
bought and might have been preserved, 
but the slothful man roasteth not that 


which he took in hunting. 

When crops are plentiful the prices are 
low, but in times of drouth the prices 
soar. We had such a bountiful crop of 
freedom that we failed to value it highly. 
We were so prosperous that we became 
soft and today our heritage is in grave 
peril. Will you do what you can to save 
our country, or is it too late? Mother, 
you might have better prepared your sons 
for the inevitable. You might have even 
averted this impending disaster. The hand 
that rocks the cradle is the power that 
rules the world. There is one thing we 
can all do and God give us power to enlist 
in the army of Jesus Christ and do what 
we ought in the future to tell this lost 
and doomed world that there is a leader 
coming, who will take people along the 
roads of eternal tranquility and freedom. 
Tell the oppressed of every land that one 
blessed day in the near future all aggres- 
sion will cease. Tell the world that when 
the governments of men and political 
philosophies have all fallen to the ground, 
and the earth is reeling and rocking like 
a drunken man, this great Personality 
will step over the threshold of confusion 
and in the greatest time of man’s distress, 
peace shall come.

10 New Churches Reported Since 
the Assembly 





Many greetings in the dear name of the 
Lord for His goodness toward us. Well, 
the Twelfth Annual Island of Jamaica 
Convention closed with the greatest suc- 
cess they have had thus far, beginning on 
the 8th of March and running through 
the 11th. Brother Walker was not with 
us the first night but arrived on the 9th 
and, oh, how we appreciated him. I 
seemed to almost get sick when he left us. 
You see we get pretty lonesome for some 
of you white people, although the natives 
treat us wonderfully good. 


The Church of God here in Kingston 
seats only about 300 people, so we prayed 
and God undertook. We located the larg- 
est public building in the town and 
through the mayor were able to rent it. 
The building is arranged like the Assem- 
bly building in Chattanooga, with two 
balconies and the main floor. The build- 
ing altogether handles about 1,200, with 
about 100 on the stage. The meeting 
opened with about 600 present and the 
day meetings had an average of 500 with 
the attendance on the rest of the nights 
from 1,000 to 1,300. To God be all the 
praise. The altar call was given with near- 
ly a hundred people giving their hearts 
to God each evening. Brother Walker, 
our General Overseer, was appreciated so 
much, however, we wish all of you could 
have been with us. Many, many white 
folks came and enjoyed the meeting so 
much. 


We have bought a new church in 
Kingston which will serve now as our 
headquarters church. It would cost about 
$6,000 to erect the building, which is a 
concrete reinforced building and will 
seat about 350 people. We have longed 
for a headquarters church here as you 
know the building we have had is only a 
rented one and not in a good condition, 
so we thank God that He is leading the 
way. We feel that we ‘will have the 
church legally registered before long, by 
the help of God. In fact we have the 
business already started. 

God is blessing in the saving of souls 
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and baptizing them. We have also gained 
about TEN NEW CHURCHES since the 
Assembly.—With love to all, J. B. Camp.

The one who talks the most sometimes 
has the least to say. 
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The United States today has an army 
of more than a million men for the first 
time since World War No. 1. The total 
is 1,003,500 as compared to an aggregate 
of 407,613 officers and men last Sep- 
tember 30. The personnel of the armed 
forces at present includes 467,000 regular 
army men, 255,000 National Guardsmen, 
and 213,000 draftees, with 14,000 regu- 
lar army officers, 16,500 National Guard 
officers and 38,000 reserve officers. These 
men together with necessary materials of 
war are not being accumulated for no 
purpose at all. We cry, “Peace, Peace,” 
but at the same time make rapid prepa- 
rations for war. This is on a par with the 
recent order by the Army for one and a 
half million caskets. 

The world heavy-weight boxing cham- 
pion, a 71-year-old-preacher, and an 
architect famous for the unorthodox are 
helping build the “Church of tomorrow” 

at Kansas City, Mo. At an age when most 

men are thinking of retiring, Dr. Burris 
Jenkins builds this $175,000 ultramodern 
edifice. Architect Frank Wright designed 
it and Fighter Joe Louis is helping pay the 
bill by appearing in a benefit bout in the 
Missouri Area. The church will be stream- 
lined with windowless walls. Shafts of 
light, projects into the sky from a flat 
dome forty feet above the chancel, re- 
place the traditional steeple. A three-deck 
parking arrangement for 150 cars and 
open-air terraces for outdoor meetings are 
other innovations. There will be no 
stained glass and no frescoe. Dr. JENK- 
INS WILL CONTINUE HIS PRAC- 
TICE OF SHOWING MOVIES SUN- 
DAY EVENINGS. THEY ARE AN 
EDUCATIONAL TYPE. The foregoing 
story is very indicative of the attitude of 
the so-called religious world today. 
MOVIES. ULTRAMODERN. OPEN- 
AIR TERRACES, ANY thing at all to 
lower God’s standard of perfect holiness 
before Him. HAVING A FORM OF 
GODLINESS BUT DENYING THE 
POWER THEREOF. 


National headquarters of the Gideons, 
travelers’ organization which distributes 
Bibles, announced that it would supply 
5,000,000 Bibles to the Army and Navy 
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during the next four years. This is be- 
lieved to be the largest order for Bibles 
in the history of Christianity. The organ- 
ization made public a letter from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt approving the distribution 
of Bibles among the Nation’s armed 
forces and commending the reading of the 
Scriptures to soldiers and sailors. The 
Gideon’s president said the printing and 
distribution would be financed by a 
campaign for contributions totalling $1,- 
250,000. “THE GOSPEL OF THE 
KINGDOM.” This is a most noteworthy 
and commendable idea. May God bless 
and prosper the Gideons as they attempt 
to spread the good news of the gospel. 


The following editorial from a nation- 
ally known newsorgan is very timely: 
“There is growing belief and some ex- 
pressed opinion that behind a congres- 
sional appropriation bill for $1,500,000 
to establish an ‘Office of Government 
Reports’ lies an administration plan to 
create first a government propaganda 
bureau, and later set up SOME PLAN 
OF NEWS CENSORSHIP SHOULD 
FUTURE WAR CONDITIONS MERIT 
SUCH A STEP.” Many newsorgans have 
written editorials concerning this con- 
templated move. It is so foreign to the 
heretofore settled policy of American en- 
terprise. However, in wars such as we 
will be engaged in, secrecy of military 
movements and supplies must be the or- 
der of the day. Otherwise, useful infor- 
mation might be gained by the enemy. 
That is the natural argument. It sounds 
entirely plausiblee HOWEVER, THE 
SPIRITUAL OUTLOOK IS DIFFER- 
ENT. -THE DAY MAY ARRIVE

nearer the coming of both Christ and 
antichrist, the spirit of the latter is more 
and more manifest. THE WRITER IS 
BLAMING NO ONE BUT THE SA- 
TANIC FORCES FOR THIS UNHOLY 
SITUATION. 

Eighty-four religious leaders in’ a state- 
ment supporting the Hoover plan to pro- 
vide food for Europe’s conquered democ- 


racies, asserted today hen “If we pro- 
duce another generation of  shrivelled 
bodies and distorted minds, there will be 
again an unbalanced future. There is no 
Christian reason for continuing among 
these friendly people the tragedies of 
famine and epidemic. We believe the fu- 
ture of Europe cannot be built on 
starved, diseased peoples with hearts and 
emotions charged with hate. We believe 
the compassionate example and teachings 
of Jesus Christ leave us no alternative as 
His followers. It is to Him and to this 
suffering humanity that we owe our first 
allegiance.” Still, England says, “No.” It 
is, no doubt, true that millions are starv- 
ing and hungry even as I type these 
words. It is equally true that they are 
under the domination of Nazi Germany. 
Warfare means hunger, suffering and 
misery, 
batants. Britain says that any effort to 
feed any of the peoples of the fallen 
countries will be indirect aid to Germany. 

I can also see 
the doctrine of “turning the other 
cheek,” etc. WAR AND FAMINE GO 
TOGETHER. THEY ARE PERFECT 
YOKEFELLOWS. THEY CERTAINLY 
HARMONIZE. BOTH MEAN DE- 
STRUCTION. JESUS MENTIONS 
THESE UNHOLY HANDMAIDENS 
AS IMPORTANT SIGNS OF HIS 
COMING.

Answer: These scriptures would indeed 
seem hard to explain if they were ex- 
amined only in the light of the text. Let 
us notice a scripture in St. Matt. 3:5, 6, 
speaking of John, “Then went out to him 
Jerusalem, and all Judaea, and all the 
region round about Jordan. And were 
baptized of him in Jordan, confessing 
their sins.” Is it to be believed that all 
of the Jews who were in Jerusalem and 
Judaea and round about Jordan became 
converted and were baptized by John the 
Baptist? If this was true, then who were 
the scribes and Pharisees that tempted 
Him? and who were they that crucified 
Him? The fact is that all people who 
lived in these provinces were not con- 
verted and were not baptized by John 
and all of them did not go out to the 
baptism, but some of all these places, or, 
in other words, all of these places were 
represented, so “‘all” means all in the 
sense that it was intended to mean but 
it does not mean it in the sense that one 
might construe it to mean. 


There have been many decrees through 
the ages against the people of God 
to destroy them; there have been many 
decrees against the Bible to destroy it, 
but God’s people and God’s Word have 
survived. The scripture referred to in 
Rev. 13:15 is the decree that is set forth 
by the antichrist, but there will certainly

On the 
other hand, all the followers of antichrist 
will possibly not be slain at the battle of 
Armageddon but only the armies of anti- 
christ. There will be thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands back home who will 
not be in the army, that will be eligible 
to be gathered together by Satan at the 
end of the millennium. The fact that 
there will sinners go out into the millen- 
nium is shown in Isa. 65:20, “There shall 
be no more thence an infant of days, nor 
an old man that hath not filled his days: 
for the child shall die an hundred years 
old; but the sinner being an hundred years 
old shall be accursed.” The “all” who 
receive the mark of the beast must be 
understood to mean all classes as is ex- 
plained. Whether they be rich or whether 
they be poor; whether they be honorable 
or disreputable, would make no differ- 
ence, but all classes are to be represented 
and none of them are to be exempted in 
or around where antichrist reigns, except 
those who escape. Other countries may 
be less watched than those near by.

grace was sufficient for him. Some will 
use II Cor. 10:10 to substantiate this. Let 
us consider this verse, ‘“‘For his letters, 
say they, are weighty and powerful; but 
his bodily presence is weak, and his speech 
contemptible.” There is no reference in 
this scripture or to any other that tells us 
that Paul’s physical condition was weak. 
In the above verse, Paul was just quoting 
what some of his enemies were saying. 
Listen to Paul’s reply in the very next 
verse, “Let such an one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters when 
we are absent, such will we be also in deed 
when we are present.” In other words 
Paul says, “You say that my letters are 
weighty and powerful, and when I come 
to where you are you will find that I 
personally am weighty and powerful.” 
That doesn’t sound like the words of a 
weakling but it sounds like the words 
of a strong man who is confident of him- 


self: 


If anyone actually approached Christ 
for healing, he was never turned aside. 
Matthew 9:35, “And Jesus went about 
all the cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel of 
the kingdom, and healing every sickness 
and every disease among the people.” 
Matthew 8:16, “When the even was 
come, they brought unto him many that 
were possessed with devils: and he cast 
out the spirits with his word, and healed 
all that were sick.” Hebrews 13:8, “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and today, and 
forever.” If you will give me any scrip- 
ture reference where Jesus turned away 
an honest seeker, then I will believe you. 
But until then, I shall never believe that 
Jesus turned away a seeker unless the 
seeker was asking for something that was 
out of the will of God. It is not God’s 
will for anyone to go through this life 
suffering. Therefore, Paul’s thorn in the 
flesh could not be sickness. 

What then was this thorn in the flesh 
that was given to Paul? Let us turn to 
the Bible for our answer. Read again in 
our text, II Cor. 12:7, “And lest I should 
be exalted above measure through the 
abundance of revelations, there was given 
to me a thorn in the flesh—.” I Cor. 12:2, 
“I knew a man in Christ above fourteen 
years ago, (whether in the body, I can- 
not tell: or whether out of the body, I 
cannot tell: God knoweth;) such an one 
caught up to the third heaven.” It seems 
that Paul was caught up into heaven and 
that he heard unspeakable words, which 
it is not lawful for man to utter. Paul 
was elevated—Paul was exalted—and to 
keep him from becoming vain, a thorn 
in the flesh was given to him. What was 
this thorn? The last few lines in the 7th 
verse tell us that this thorn is the mes- 
senger of Satan. The word “messenger” 
is a translation from the Greek word 
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“angelos” and it occurs 188 times in the 
New Testament; 181 times of the 188 
it is translated “angel,” the other seven 
times it is translated “messenger,” and 
means exactly the same thing. Jesus in 
Matthew speaks of the devil and his an- 
gels. We find in Revelation that the devil 
and his angels made war against Michael 
and his angels. Jesus said, “Depart from 
me into everlasting fire prepared for the 
devil and his angels.” We see that the 
devil has angels or messengers. These are 
personalities that carry out the orders of 
the devil; they come and go at his bid- 
ding. 

I believe that the messenger of Satan 
who was Paul’s thorn in the flesh, was 
an angel or a messenger of the devil whom 
the devil had put on Paul’s trail to per- 
secute, revile and buffet. Paul would go 
to a place and preach the gospel. The 
people would be stirred for God. A 
mighty revival would break out and souls 
would be won for God. In the midst of 
the revival, great persecution would break 
out against Paul. This messenger of Satan 
would stir up sinful men, and they would 
cast Paul in prison and beat him. 

In the Old Testament, God refers to 
individuals as being pricks and thorns. 
Numbers 33:55, “But if ye will not drive 
out the inhabitants of the land from be- 
fore you; then it shall come to pass, that 
those which ye let remain of them shall 
be pricks in your eyes, and thorns in your 
sides, and shall vex you in the land where- 
in ye dwell.” Joshua 23:13, “Know for 
a certainty that the Lord your God will 
no more drive out any of these nations 
from before you; but they shall be snares 
in your sides, and thorns in your eyes, 
until ye perish from off the good land 
which the Lord your God hath given 


” 


you. 

Listen to the voice of Paul in II Cor. 
11, beginning with the 23rd verse, “I 
am... in labors more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons more frequent, 
in deaths oft. Of the Jews five times re- 
ceived I forty stripes save one. Thrice 
was I beaten with rods, once was I stoned, 
thrice I suffered shipwreck, a night and 
a day I have been in the deep: In jour- 
neyings often, in perils of waters, in perils 
of robbers, in perils of my own country- 
men, in perils by the heathen, in perils 
in the city, in perils in the wilderness, in 
perils in the sea, in perils among false 
brethren: In weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, in 
fastings often, in cold and nakedness.” I 
ask you, does that sound like a sick man? 
Does that sound like someone who was 
among the very sickest of men? No, but 
it does sound like a special demon was 
sent by the devil to follow this blessed 
man of God and try to hinder his minis- 
try. 

II Cor. 12:8, 9, “For this thing I be- 
sought the Lord thrice, that it might 





depart from me. And he said unto me, 
My grace is sufficient for thee. . .” Why 
would Jesus tell Paul that His grace was 
sufficient for him? Because in Matthew 
§:11, 12, “Blessed are ye, when men shall 
revile you, and persecute you, and shall 
say all manner of evil against you falsely, 
for my sake. Rejoice, and be exceedingly 
glad; for great is your reward in heaven.” 
Jesus definitely promises us freedom from 
sin; Jesus definitely promises healing for 
every disease—but He tells us that we 
shall have to suffer persecution, and He 
tells us that we are blessed when we are 
persecuted for righteousness’ sake. 

Let us not use II Corinthians 12:7 as 
a cloak for sin, or a cover for unbelief— 
but let us take it as God intended for 
us to take it. If it comes our lot, as it 
did Paul’s in I Cor. 4:11, ‘Even unto this 
present hour, we both hunger and thirst, 
and are naked, and are buffeted, and have 
no certain dwelling place,” let us take 
all buffeting and persecution with a smile 
of victory, because the great day is com- 
ing when we shall receive our reward. 

“Be not deceived, God is not mocked; 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap.” Paul had sown persecution 
against the Church, and because of that 
he had to suffer persecution. At last, 
history tells us that he died a martyr’s 
death. Paul sealed his testimony with his 
blood, but to the end he was faithful. 
He suffered for the cause of Christ, and 
because of that suffering he went home 
to receive a crown of glory that fadeth 
not away.

*‘He’s mad,” said someone. But he shout- 
ed louder, “More fire,” and his experi- 
ment came true. We need fire to burn 
out the dross and burn in the beauties 
of the Lord. 


I wish my words would have the same 
effect on men that Christ’s had—give 
them the heartburn. See Luke 24:32. 


“He gave bread and fish upon the fire.” 
I don’t want any fanaticism, but that is 
the least of my worries. My worry (or 
prayer) is, God, keep us from waxing 
cold. Ice cream suppers won’t warm up 
a church very much, neither will a cook 
stove in the basement. 

We need less of the supper room and 
more of the upper room. 

A painted fire (or the picture of fire) 
doesn’t take much fuel, but real fire does. 
If the real Holy Ghost fire is burning in 
your soul, it’s because you are praying 
(shoveling in the coal). 

Where no wood is, there the fire goeth 
out, Prov. 26:30. 

In Asia Minor the women used to rise 
early and go outdoors to see if the smoke 
was coming out of any of their neighbors’ 
chimneys, so they might go and ask for 
a live coal to begin their fire with. Let’s 
take inventory of our fire and the live 
coals and see if we could spare a little 
to the man that’s cold and chilly. 

My desire is to refuel continually till 
I can thaw up the cold, stupid, stiff, 
careless, and indifferent.
